Conformably to the law, the report of your School Committee 
of the condition of your schools is respectfully submitted. 

' District Mo. 1. . Elisha H. Eaton, Prudential Committee. 
Summer Term—Taught by Mrs. Hilla Ff. Cressy. Mrs. Cres- 
sy was the choice of the distric t, and having taught one term ir 
the district previous to this, she entered upon her daty” un der- 
standingly, and was quite successfal: 

Winter Term—Taught by Mr. William G. Hoyt... Mr. Hoyt, 
a worthy and respected young man, entered upon his duty as 
teacher with a will that warranted success, and under his in- 
struction the school made creditable advancement, May it ev- 
er continue in aes onward course, still there is room for improve-

The necessity of close application was made to bear 
upon the school, and the advancement made by the different 
scholars was in proportion as they heeded those admonitions. 
If I may be allowed to judge in this case as in others, I can con- 
fidently say that the past term has been admirably successful, 
but if it has not met the approbation of all, may. not the expe- 
rience of the past aid in the selection of a teacher congenial to 
the wants of the district.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


_ In the foregoing there has been briefly set forth the .condi- 
tion of the schools of Bradford, as they appeared to your com- 
mittee, at the time of his visits, and from information gained 
from other satisfactory sources. It is an easy matter for a citi- 
ven to prescribe rules to govern a teacher in the management. 
of his school, and another citizen as naturally dictates rules that 
infringe upon the requirements of citizen No. 1, therefore if a 
teacher endcavors to follow all such dictations, he pleases no 
body and the usefulness of bis labor is very much diminished ; 
for if these very people should have their rules carried out to 
the letter, they would still find room for complaint, and how 
few of them would shoulder the responsibilities of a teacher. 
Every teacher should possess a steadiness of porpose: to enable 
him to shape matters according to the dictations of his own 
conscience, should know his daty and do it, and with imp. r- 
tiality, law and order upon his banner, he can scarcely fail. of 
being successful. I do not wi si to convey the idea that » teach- 
er should nut re -cive advice from his friends and those amoug 
‘whom he moves, for it is highly necessary in many instances, 
but that he should possess a discrimination sufficient to make a 
distin: tion between that which is appropriate, and that which 
is notin his own peculiar case, with all good advice before him 
he should shay pe his course so as to promote the best interests 
of the noble profession in which he is engaged. 

One thing that needs to be cultivated in our schools is pune- 
tuality ; this perhaps fails more especially to parents and guard- 
ians, than toany others connectel with our schools, the sim- 
ple fact of being tardy may be considered trifling, but when we 
take into consideration the disturbance it occasions in a well 
regulated school, and above all the habit that you are allowing 
to become fixed upon your children, it assumes an aspect that 
will arouse in the minds of all thinking people, a sentiment that 
will lead them to inculcate into the minds of their children, the 
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necessity of punctuality. There are perhaps instances where 
it is impossible for children to be at. sqbaat on time, but such 
cases are rare. ¥ 

We have found the cheobtaasdis peuiny the town ina state : 
of repair that has rendered them moderately comfortable, but 
some of them are too ancient and have seen too much hard ser- 
vice to meet present requirements; the sight of battered walls 
and dilapidated benches has a tendency to arouse in the mind 
of a scholar a feeling of maliciousness and a disinclination to 
study; nearly all of our school rooms are deficient in black- 
boards, but a very few of them having a proper supply of a 
proper quality ; maps and globes are as scarce in our schoof 
rooms as righteous people were in those ancient cities. Let 
those whose duty it is to regulate such matters, take into seri- 
ous consideration the above facts. 

“he town treasurer is firmly withheld from paying any por- 
tion of the school fund to a prudential committee, until the 
treasurer is shown the teacher’s license, and is satisfied from its 
date and purport, that it is in acéordance with the requirements 
of the statute, and is also shown the certificate of the superin- 

- tending committee certifying that the school register has been : 
completed in a satisfactory manner, and returned as required or A 
by law.” fe 

The above requirement has been in force during the past 
year, and has met with the most gratifying results. In conclus 
ding these remarks your committee is justified in stating that — 
the schools of Bradford were never in a more prosperous condi- 
tion. Some, perhaps, have not come up to the standard in all 
its requirements, but as a whole they rank high. 

We find a goodly number of good scholars throughout town, 
and may all interested in the cause of education use their Ay 
influence to increase that number. |
